All persons are not blessed with 
palates and noses alike, and even the Sub* 
committee of Congress which went to New 
I York to examine the oleomargarine manu- 
' tactured in that city, returned with oleo­ 
margarine flying in their bauner. 
They 
were wined and dined at Delmomco’s by 
the makers of oleomargarine, and of coarse 
they found it good—better than any butter 
that was ever made from cream. But there 
is no doubt there is what might be called 
good oleomargaiine, and there should he a 
distinction between butter aud that ar* 
tide. 
One should not be confounded with 
the other. It persons can take sound, sweet 
and healthy tat 
and make a good 
article called oleomargarine, let them do it, 
bat not call it batter. Let them label it 
oleomargarine, and advertise it as such, 
and people will not be deceived. To be 
honest about it, this is the way to do, and 
no deception will be practiced, except 
probably in the character of the oleomar­ 
garine. fnere are people who want butter 
made of cream and made well, and are 
willing to pay for each an article, and there 
may be others whose tastes are not edu­ 
cated, and who want something cheap, 
who would be satisfied with oleomargarine. 
There is a great deal of cheating going on 
in the various articles of food, and oleo­ 
margarine has again opened the door, not 
because the article may be bad, but be­ 
cause it is thrown upon the market as 
nutter. This is a fraud, and should not bo 
tolerated.

they are subjected, is to establish a "Coart 
of Pensions” to consist of tnree lawyers, 
whose term of office should be three years. 
The duty of the court is to consist in ex 
ambling all claims tor pensions, or increase 
or arrears of pensions. Its decision is to 
be final, except in cases of fraud, or where 
the disability for which the pension was 
granted, has been removed 
If the case 
is not provided tor by existing law. the 
coart is to exam me it, and, it found equit­ 
able, to recommend to Congress the grant­ 
ing the applicant's petition. No laws are 
to be passed except en such certificate. 
The objection to this plan is that it permits 
the reopening ot the court of all disallow­ 
ed pension cases, and this would be a ter* 
ror to the govern men’.

business is becoming a serious matter. 
There is no telling where it will 6top. 
Already the government is paying out tens 
of millions annually, and the amount is on 
the increase.

the pueblo, or town of Pecos, was sold. It 
was on a spanish grant, and at that period 
the Indians removed the sacred fire with 
great care to Taos, where it is still burn­ 
ing and viewed with 
reverential awe. 
Borne of the Indians of the present day 
have so much confidence In the return of 
Montezuma that they get out upon foeir 
housetops every morning with the rising 
of the sun and look anxiously info the far 
distance for bls coming. 
Even though 
many of the Pueblo Indians have openly 
embraced the Christian religion, yet they 
maintain their faith in Montezuma, whom 
they regard as their savior and sovereign. 
They are a docile and industrious people. 
As communities they are far more pros­ 
perous and live far better than a majority 
of foe natives.

The Town o f W abash, Indiana, th e 
F irs t Town In th e W orld to Use I t 
E xclusively—The T est Pronounced 
S atisfactory. 
Cincinnati Gazette. 
As the clock struck 8, four Brush electric 
lamps, of three thousand candle power, 
pm forth a noonday light extending one 
mile in diameter. The lamps being sus­ 
pend* d midway of the iron flagstaff on the 
court house, which towers 200 feet above 
the business part of town, were furnished 
with electricity from a No. 4 generator 
driven by a seven horse power engine. 
According to contract, the light was to 
light up one mile rn diameter from the 
court house, and equal to a gas burner 
2,040 feet from tbe light. Men were scat­ 
tered at different parts of the city, and re­ 
ported it satisfactory. 
At Urbana, five 
miles north, the light is reported as being 
beautiful. The test has giyen general sat­ 
isfaction. 
As Wabash is the first city in America to 
adopt the electric light for general illumi­ 
nation, tbe announcement brought people 
from all sections, and at 7 o’clock tally 10,- 
000 were present. Among the number were 
nineteen councils of adjacent towns and 
foe mayors of Marion and North Manches­ 
ter, and now foat the undertaking has 
proved successful, the representatives of 
me other towns will place the subject of 
electric light before their people for im­ 
mediate use. Mr. F. (J. Phillips, the 
electrum who superintended the construc­ 
tion ol the aparaius, was entirely satisfied 
ifo the light. 
As this was tbe first test, and sale of the 
stationary engine and other preliminaries 
are not all arraoged, the city will n it be 
permanently lit for three or four weeks, 
al the end of which time. however, gas 
will be unknown here for lighting pur­ 
pose.

He who invents a new industry Is enti* 
tied to the gratitude or indignation of his 
fellow meo, as the case may be. There is 
a Chicago man wno has devised a new use 
for the “ulster,” and a new means of living 
in ease and luxury. 
Whether he has 
earned gratitude or indignation is a doubt­ 
ful question, except so far as the Chicigo 
hotel keepers are concerned. These de­ 
nounce him with great violence ; but this 
foci gives him a plausible claim to public 
admiration. He has certainly shown that 
an ulster, on the back of an able and in­ 
genious mao, is far more profitable than a 
quantity of shares In an average gold 
mine 
When we remember how useless 
the ulster usually is during Bt least nine 
months of the year, it is evident that an 
invention which not only makes 
tbe 
ulster a source of profit from October to 
Juoe, but wnich powerfully stimulates the 
manufacture of that garment, must meet 
with very warm approval from hundreds 
of grateful meo. 
It has long been known that when an 
ulster of ordinary lengfo is worn in con­ 
nection with a pair of boots end a hat, all 
other garments are superfluous. Of course, 
there is always a certain degree of comfort 
in the active possession of a shirt, and the 
knowledge that one has on a pair of trous­ 
ers gives nim a feeling of self-confidence 
lo windy weather which no amount of 
mere ulster can convey. Still, so far as 
public propriety is concerned, a man 
equipped with hat, boots, aud ulster can 
take ms walks abroad with a clear con­ 
science, and without attracting the attention 
ot the police, 
It is this fact which lies at the foundation 
of the new industry which has recently 
fljurished in Chicago.

Ile was emphatically 
the great statesman of the West, who firs* 
perceived the need of a continental under 
standing and policy, ana felt the relations 
of the Rocky Mountains and the Pacific lo 
the welfare ot the Republic 
He said Lim 
•elf that he w n not au egotist—that he 
believed himself right and worked for the 
right Benton would not support some ut 
my early views, but lie Was decidedly the 
greatest of that class ol men who made the 
old galaxy la the beoale —greater taal 
Webster, Clay, Calhoun or Douglas, or any 
of them. He never got down to the con­ 
temptible Presidential intrigues of the ie 
men. You read the history and you will 
End old Tom Benton always ready to sup­ 
port somebody else whom he could im­ 
pregnate with his viewA Although an 
enemy of Andrew Jackson, he creped 
right over and went to his aid, and was 
hts ablest supporter because he believed 
Jackson right. He was always dead lo 
eeraeet, childlike in his love of instruc 
Hon. and loved the American people and 
the American continent wholly outside of 
his personal success on it.”
